ITRUS CROPS 
AT A HUNDRED. 
Fruit Above the Average in 


All Parts of the 
State.

SACRAMENTO, July 6. — 
Surveys of the citrus fruit sit- 
uation in California, just 
made by George P. Weldon, 
acting State Commissioner of 
Horticulture, indicate that 
growers throughout the State 
will grow nearly 102 per cent. 
crops this year. The report 
shows that the citrus fruit is 
above average both in the 
southern and northern sections 
of the State. The orange crop 
_is reported as exceptionally 
good throughout the State, 
Riverside being the only coun- 
ty as low as 75 per cent. of a 
full crop. Riverside raises 14 
per cent. of the commercial 
oranges of the State. San Ber~- 
nardino county, with 31 per 
cent. of the oranges, has a 95 
per cent. crop; Los Angeles, 
with 26 per cent., will grow a 
90 per cent. crop.

In the be- 
ginning the Germans concentrated 
their forces against the British, ap- 
parently considering the operations 
of the French to the south as of 
small significance. But the rapid 
movement of the French troops, to- 
gether with the importance of the 
objective for which they are aim- 
ing. has had the effect of changing 
the German yiew and causing t . 
German commanders to strengthen 
their defenses and forces along the 
line guarding Peronne and other im- 
portant strategic points. Both ends 
of the French line have been under 
heavy attacks, but the French, ac- 
cording to the official accounts, have 
been able to put them down, with- 
out the Germans making any gains 
whatever. Meanwhile, both French 
and British are consolidating their 
positions, and are undoubtedly mak- 
ing preparations for a repetition of 
the great bombardment which pre- 
ceded the first impetuous rush. 
Villa appears to be a larger men- 
ace than ever. Both Carranzistas 
and American troops have been on 
a “hot trail” after him for montha, 
but he appears to be more firmly in- 
trenched than before. Reports from 
the Jiminez battle between Villistas 
and Carranzistas have caused great 
wneasiness both at Mexico City and 
Washington.

for all the questions between the 
American and de facto governments. 

The American reply to the concil- 
latory note from Gen. Carranza, 
which is being prepared by Secre- 
tery Lansing, will express the satis- 
faction of the administration with 
the tone adopted by the First Chief 
and will deciare that the American 
government is animated by an 
equally sincere desire to obtain a 
solution of the questions at issue 
based upon friendship, justice and 
fair dealing. It is the view of the 
President that the “protection of the 
frontier,” referred to by Gen. Car- 
ranza as one of the “two essential 
problems” concerning the two gov- 
ernments, is in fact the most impor- 
tant problem, the withdrawal of 
American troops which Gen. Car- 
Tranza cited as the first “essential 
problem” being subsidiary thereto. 
“Maintain order in Northern Mex- 
ico,” the President says, “and the 
troops will be withdrawn without 
delay. 

It is recognized by the administra- 
tion that in the negotiations to be 
carried on consideration necessarily 
must be given to the Mexican point 
of view. Thus, the Mexican authori- 
ties insist they should have the re- 
ciprocal right to pureve bandits 
caught operating in Mexican terri- 
tory across the border into the 
United States. The President is pre- 
pared to grant this ht in return 
for recognition for a like right ex- 
tended to this country. It will be 
recalled that when this proposal was 
made by Carranza several months 
ago it was instantly accepted by 
Secretary Lansing. Carranza h ex- 
pected to discuss the matter and be- 
came extremely indignant over the 
way in which it was received and 
declared to be in force by the Amer- 
ican government. If the two govern- 
ments should effect an agreement 
covering this point there is little 
likelihood that Me forces would 
find it necessary to cross the fron- 
tier in chase of a marauding band 
from the United States in view of the 
strong guard now stationed along the 
border. With the concentration of 
large bodjes of troops in 
Northern Mexico the chances are 
that Mexican raiders will find few 
opportunities to commit outrages in 
this country and thus will be obvi- 
ated the necessity of new American 
columns entering Mexico. 


CLASHES ARE POSSIBLE. 


The authorities would not be as- 
tonished if clashes should occur be- 
tween detached troops from Gen. 
Pershing’'s command and Carranza 
forces, but ** “yg not their intention 
to regard suen affairs as causes for 
war. Gen. Carranza has specifically 
stated a purpose to employ all his 
efforts to prevent trouble and he will 
be assured that similar efforts will 
be made by this government. In this 
connection the intimation came from 
the White House today that Gen. 
Pershing will continue gradually to 
move northward. It is believed this 
will be accepted as an evidence of 
the good faith of the United States. 
However, the troops are not entirely 
to leave Mexico until an agreement 
has been reached by the two govern- 
ments. In view of the possibilities 
of trouble arising from their pres- 
ence, the President and his advisers 
are most anxious to expedite nego- 
tiations and bring about a complete 
understanding with as little delay as 
possible. It is understood here that 
Gen, Carranza entertains a like pur- 


pose, 
The negotiations, it is declared, 


ought not to require much time and 
cannot lead to a rupture. In the 
first place, neither President Wilson 
nor Gen. Carranza wants war. In 
itself this makes for continued 
peace. It means that one side or the 
other will make concessions to avoid 
a break. So far as the President is 
concerned, he is seeking one thing 
only—protection of American life 
and property. Gen. Carranza, too, 
recognizes the obligation of his gov- 
ernment to grant such protection 
and he says he is prepared to dis- 
charge it. He holds, however, that 
the task is one for Mexico alone to 
deal with and that it is a violation 
of the sovereignty of the country for 
the United States to send troops into 
this territory. The administration 
appreciates that Gen. Carranza is 
justified in this view, but it points 
out that it was forced to order Gen. 
Pershing to cross the line because of 
the depredations committed by Villa 
and his bandits and the failure of 
the de facto government to take 
measures to capture them and es- 
tablish tranquillity. | 
LANSING SEES WILSON. 


Secretary Lansing had a twenty- 
minute conference with the Presi- 
dent today, during which he dis- 
cussed the character of the reply to 
be sent to the Carranza note. The 
draft of the communication will be 
considered by the President and 
changed by him if necessary, and 
probably will be gone over at the 
meeting of the Cabinet tomorrow. 
In the meantime it is not improb- 
able that a concrete proposal look- 
ing to the settlement of questions 
at issue will come from Mexico City. 
In this case the reply will he

It is officially 
announced that ai British mine 
sweeper was hit and damaged by a 
torpedo in the North Sea. 

A report from Christiania says 
that a German submarine yesterday 
attacked the Norwegian steamer 
Petronelle off Farsund, the subma- 
rine firing three shots without, how- 
ever, damaging the steamer.

Loeb, president of the Chicago 
Board of-Education, today told mem- 
bers of the National Education Asso- 
clation that forty-two teachers had 


been ousted from the Chicago schools 


because they were paying more at- 
tention to the labor unions than 
they were to the education of chil- 
dren, 

The stage had been set to heckle 
President Loeb when he spoke at 
the department of school administra- 
tion meeting at the Waldorf Astoria, 
but Mr. Loeb delivered his vitriolic 
broadside and departed without hav- 
ing’ to encounter any “poisonous 
gaz.” 

Sitting at the door of the ballroom 
Was a young woman with an armful 
of pamphiets, which she handed to 
everyone entering. These told of the 
Chicago teachers who lost theif po- 


sitions last week through the action 
of President Loeb. 
CUTS OFF DISCUSSION. 

If an open Tupture was planned 
by the teachers at the meeting they 
counted without O. M. Plummer, 
president of the School Administra- 
tion Committee, who presided. Mr. 
Plummer put Mr. Loeb and Mrs. 
Ella Flagg Young, former Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Chicago, who 
had been asked by the Chicago 
women to represent them, last on 
the programme and cut the meet- 
ing off short, when they had finished, 
with no time for questioning. | 

Mr. Loeb may have had a strong 
vision, second sight or he may have 
been “tipped off” that the papers 
were to be circulated which would 
not be agreeable to him and as the 
teachers came in, each with one of 
these papers in their hand, {t was no- 
ticed that he grew uneasy and finally 
slipped from the platform and asked 
for one of the pamphiets. He was 
given a handful of them and then 
marched up and down the rear of 
the room reading them with an ex- 
pression of growing wrath qh his 
face. 

FROM THE PAMPHLET. 


Parts of the pamphlets were 
printed in bold type and read as 
follows: 

“Forty-two efficient Chicago teach- 
ers dropped from the service on 
June 27. 1916. 

“No notice, no charges, no op- 
portunity for defense. 

“All were reported efficient by 
principals and district superin- 
tendents. All were recommended for 
re-election by the Superintendent of 
Schools, Mr. John D. Shoop. 

“Mr. Jacob M. Loeb, president of 
the Chicago Board of Education 
says: ‘I made out that list.’ 

“Mr. Loeb kept his list secret from 
the public, the teachers and mem- 
bers of the Board of Education until 
the moment of voting on the election 
of teachers on June 27. 

“Mr. Loeb refuses to give the peo- 
ple of Chicago any reason for his 
ist 


“Perhaps Mr. Loeb may be willing 
to give his reasons to the people of 
New York.” 

Then followed the names of the 
dismissed. teachers, their record, 
school and residence. At the bottom 
appeared the name E. N. Nockels, 
secretary of-the Chicago Federation 
of Labor. 

EXCERPTS FROM REPORTS. 


On the other side were excerpts 
from stenographic reports of the 
Board of Education, Chicago, June 
27, at the annual election of teach- 
ers. Folders accompanied the state- 
ments announcing a mass meeting 
in the evening with flaring headlines 
as follows: 

“TEACHERS.” 


“Will you stand for the policy of 
hiring and firing as announced by 
the president of the Chicago Board 
of Education?” 

“Will you submit to dismissal with- 
out warning and without hearing?” 

It happened that Mr. Loeb was 
away when his name was called for 
an address and for a minute the 
Chicago women and their sympa- 
thizers were hysterically triumphant, 
thinking that he had given up 
temporarily and had left the room. 
But Mr. Loeb soon appeared and 
stepped to the platform. 

The first part of his address was 
moderate. He said the business man 
was best fitted to put into working 
order a public school system and no- 
where was he more needed. But he 
would leave the curriculum in the 
ahnds of the superintendent and his 
staff, he said, but sdded emphatic- 
ally: 

“No faction shall say who shall 
teach and what they shall teach.” 

- ‘Then Mr. Loeb settled down to an 
ttack on the unions. 

x "] have no quarrel with the trades 
unions in their place, when properly 
conducted,” he said. “But they are 
utterly intolerable in schools. Teach- 
ing is a profession, not a trade. The 
union interferes with the discipline 
and efficiency of the schools. 

“The union poisons the mind of 
the young and enthusiastic teacher. 

“The slogan of the unféh is not, 
children first, but teachers and pay 
first. The employer is painted as a 
deadly enemy; the Board of Educa- 
tion as trying to crush the teachers.

SPRING LAKE (N. J.) July 6.— 
While hundreds of summer visitors 
on the beach and South End Pavilion 
looked on helpless, Charles Bruder, 
a bell boy in one of the largest beach 
front hotels, was attacked by a shark 
this afternoon and before help could 
arrive, lost both his legs. He died 
ten minutes after he was brought to 


Bruder had gone in for a swim 
from the pavilion, which is directly 
in front of the New Monmouth Ho- 
tel, the resort's largest hostelry. 
When he went 100 feet or more be- 
yond the life lines he was heard to 
cry and the water about him was 
red with blood. The guards launched 
a boat and were at his side in the 
bloody water in a short time. Bruder 
exclaimed: “A shark bit me” and 
became unconscious as he was pulled 
into the boat. 

The two guards brought him to 
shore and tried to give first aid while 
waiting for a physician, but the man 
died within ten minutes. Examina- 
tion of the body disclosed the fact 
that the shark had bitten Bruder in 
the side before taking his legs off, 
as there was a deep bite below his left 
arm. The left leg was cut off clean 
above the knee and the right just 
below the knee. 

‘This is the second case of the kind 
reported on the Jersey Coast within 
the past week ,a young man having 
lost his leg and died at Beach Haven 
the same way a week ago.

FRENCH REPULSE GERMANS: 


ARIS, July 


The text of the statement follows: 

“On both sides of the Somme the 
enemy endeavored today to recap- 
ture the two ends of the line held 
by the French. 

“North of the Somme a series of 
German counter-attacks, directed 
against our new lines north of the 
village of Hem, were successfully 
shattered by our artillery without 
the enemy’s being able to obtain the 
least success.

cording to Commissioner Emerson, 
monkeys are regarded as the best 
possible animal mediums thus far 
discovered for preventing the trans- 
mission of the disease. 

Additional cases reported since 10 
o'clock. this morning were eighty- 
one. Of these, fifty are in Brooklyn. 
Commissioner Emerson, in a state- 
ment issued tonight, said: 

“We are doing and have done ab- 
solutely everything we can to pre- 
vent the spread of infantile ysis, 
and i¢ it is not checked do not 
know what else can be ne and 
fear it will have to run its course. I 
am not confident that the epidemic 
is being controlled. From our ex- 
perience with other epidemics I look 
forward to it running through the 
summer months.”

RUSSIAN DRIVE MOST COSTLY 
TO TEUTONIC ALLIES, 


— 
Booty Captured Reaches Incalcu- 


lable Figures, Including Up- 
wards of Thousand Guns—New 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

PETROGRAD (via London) July 
6, 10:15 p.m.—Nearly half a million 
Austrians and Germans have been 
Put out of commission since Gen. 
Brussiloff began his great advance 
@& month ago today. The grand to- 
tal of prisoners to date is in round 
numbers, 235,000, of which 4500 are 
officers. 

Without the actual figures \segard- 
ing the dead and wounded, careful 
estimates by military experts, based 
on the best information, places the 
latter at 200,000 to 220,000. The 
Austrians predominate overwhelm- 
ing]y among the prisoners, but among 
the dead and wounded it is said that 
a fairly large percentage are Ger- 
mans. The German losses in stop- 
ping the Russian advance on Kovel 
and in counter-attacks made in solid 
ranks were enormous. 

The booty captured reaches inca!l- 
culable figures. It is figured that 250 
guns of various sizes and upward of 
700 machine guns is a conservative 
estimate. In addition, vast quanti- 
ties of munitions, supplies and trans- 
ports have fallen into the hands of 
the Russians. 

The success of Gen. Letchitsky’'s 
advance west of Kolomea, where he 
has cut the railroad tnto Hungary 
at Mikuliczyn, is emphasized as a 
new body blow to the Austrian de- 
fense of East Galicia. Northwest of 
Kolomea his troops are within ten 
miles of Nadworna, well to the rear 
of the Austrian right flank facing 
Tarnopol between the Stripa and 
Ziota Lipa Rivers. 

On the extreme right flank of 
Brussiloff’'s front the Russians are 
viciously attacking the Germans at 
Czartorysk and Kolki. They have 
broken through several lines of the 
enemy's fortifications here, threaten- 
ing the flank of the German positions 
before Lutsk. These successes have 
considerably lessened the pressure 
on the Russian center in that dis- 
trict. 


Another interesting situation is de- 
veloping at Varanovitchi, where the 
advance of the Russian offensive has 
brought their heavy guns within 
reach of that important railway junc- 
tion.

CARRIZAL DEAD 
BROUGHT HOME. 


El Paso Receives Bodies of 
Nine Negro Soldiers. 


Mexicans Display no Respect 
in Conveying Victims. 
Old Eighth Cavalry Accords 
Honors to Them All. 


BY HARRY CARR. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

EL PASO, July 6-——The cavalry 
took back its dead today. The bodies 
of the negro troopers and their offi- 
cers who were murdered at Carrizal 
were brought to the border in an old 
box car and shoved over the line by 
the Mexicans as though the car con- 
tained old tin cans. At our border 
it was received aes though it con- 
tained the corpse of a king. 

In life the humble black soldiers 
may have had a hard fate, but in 
death they received honors that 
would have been sweet to the proud- 
est of men. Strictly speaking, the 
Mexicans may have done all that 
literal etiquette compelled them to, 
‘but they did not show a decent re- 
gard for the proprieties, The bodies 
were recovered by a commission of 
American undertakers on the battle- 
field of Carrizal. They were found 
in a big mound near where the fight- 
ing had taken place. They had not 
really been buried. A hole had 
been dug in the ground and the 
bodies of our soldiers had been 
dumped in like carrion. There had 
not even been at anttempt to arrange 
the bodies with decency. They 
were simply dumped in, one on top 
of another and with their feet in 
each other's faces. 


ONLY FOUR IDENTIFIED. 


It was only possible to identify the 
two officers and two of the troopers. 
Where there should have been fifteen 
bodies they could find but nine. These 
nine bodies were placed in an ordi- 
nary freight car and shunted back 
to the border. The car lay all night 
in the yards at Juarez last night. 
This morning a switch engine shoved 
it over to the international bridge 
and left it there on the bridge just 
across the line. 

There was no Mexican military es- 
cort. There wag not the slightest 
pretense of ; 
just as they would have 
garbage. 
in the filth around the bridge, came 
alongside the car and peeked curi- 
ously in at the door at the gray 
wooden boxes piled in tiers. 

Finally a Santa Fe switch engine 
came down from the yards and the 
box car was drawn slowly back into 
the yards, on the American side, 
where the cavalry took back its own. 

The ceremony was touching and 
piteous. Almost as the engine 
ceased moving, there came a distant 


trampling upon the paved street 
and the splendid old Eighth Cavalry 
filled the street from curb to curb. 


A SPLENDID PICTURE.» 


At their head rode Col. Taylor, the 
splendid picture of a soldier, with 
his long white military mu 
and his superb carriage. 

At the head of the first squadron 
rode Maj. Langhorne, whose ride into 
Mexico will go down in the proud 
annals of our cavalry. He rode a 
magnificent English thoroughbred 
which touched the pavement as fas- 
tidiously as a cat. 

And behind him, as far as the eye 
came the khaki-clad 
troopers of the Eighth, riding their 
horses as only our regulars can ride. 
Here and there down the line there 
would be a flash of color as a troop 
guidon went by. 

It was so splendid a spectacle that 
for the moment one almost forgot 
what lay in that box car. A thrill 
of pride smothered all other emo- 
tions, 

Then you saw the ambulances and 
remembered why the cavalry had 
come. The regiment swept around 
through the railroad yards in a 
complete circle, until the left of the 
first squadron rested on the car of 
the dead and the remainder of the 
regiment made a long line fronting 
on the track and the street. 

SURVIVORS AS IN REVIEW. 


Down this line, as though passing 
in review, came the twenty-three 
negro survivors of Carrizal, march- 
ing to receive their dead. In their 
faces was the look of melancholy 
sadness that always seems to charac- 
terize the negro soldier in repose. It 
is a look of humble resignation. 

They took their positions in line 
in front of the box car. Facing them 
was the chaplain of the Eighth, his 
surplice topped with an _ officer's 
dress cap. 

Presently the door of the box car 
slowly opened and a casket covered 
with the Stars and Stripes ‘thrust 
slowly out. On top of the flag was 
a wreath of white roses. 

For an instant, the eilence was 
deathlike. All you could hear in the 
hot July morning was an_ occasional] 
champ as a restiess horse chewed 
at his bit. The tensity of the drama 
was tremendous. It seemed as 
though your heart would burst if 
something did not break the terrible 
silence. 

Just as the black soldiers stepped 
forward to receive their dead, the 
bandmaster gave a sign to his men 
and everyone's breath tightened as 
the sweet, penetrating notes of 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee” rose and 
fell over the silent troops. 

SABERS FLASH “PRESENT.” 

Maj. Langhorne turned in his sad- 
dle and 300 sabers flashed td 
“present” in the sunlight. 

The flag-draped box was put in- 
to the army ambulance. The soldier 


side. Behind each ambulance was 
led a gaunt, thin, e-worn charg- 
er, the Tenth Cavalry horses that 
took part in the fight at Carrizal. 
Its empty saddle was the last honor 
to a fallen soldier. 

Ambulance after ambulance re- 
ceived its burden. ‘The last two re- 
cetved the coffins of Capt. Boyd and 
Lieut.

Alongside the am- 
bulance which carried this dead 
walked only commissioned officers. 

As they passed along the line each 
squadron flashed its great sabers to 
“present arms.” 

Tt was so piteous that hundreds 
of spectators wept openly as they 


stood tn the street. As I watched 
the cavalry marching slowly up the,

through the hushed streets, I remem- 
bered some of the speeches I heard 
last winter from the lips of a lot 
of yellow curs in Congress in vilifica- 
tion of our negro soldiers. 
BODIES TO BE SENT EAST. 


The cortege wound up through the 
streets to the undertakers from 
which the bodies will be shipped 
East, the officers to thelr relatives, 
the soldiers to sleep with the glori- 
ous dead in the National Cemetery 
at Arlington. 

With a last “pr t sabers’’ the 
squadron broke into column of fours 
and rode away with guidons dancing 
= the champ and clatter of horses’ 
eet. 

The army way is to honor the 
dead, then strike up the quickstep, 
hold in your chins and throw out 
your chests. The dead for the dead 
and life for the living. 

Even the army mules seem to ab- 
sorb this philosophy. While the 
bodies of the soldier dead were in 
their ambulances, they stepped as 
solemnly as hearse horses should. As 
the last box was carried reverently 
into the house of the dead, the lead- 
ers of the first team put back their 
ears and made a heroic effort to 
kick the ambulance clear over the 
State of Texas. 

The deathly atmosphere was 
cleared away and we were brought 
back to life and living things by the 
grandest tangle of kicking mules I 
have seen for some time. It was a 
relief, probably even to the driver, 
from the emotions of the scene that 
had passed. 

Gen. Bell, commander of this 
military department, attended the 
ceremonial and seemed deeply moved 
by it. All the arrangements were 
in charge of the general's aide, 
Lieut. Pratt, whose good taste and 
delicacy made of it an affair so sim- 
ple and affecting that no one who 
saw it will ever forget.

of Marion Lambert, left Judge Don- 
nelly’s courtroom happy tonight in 
the belief that unqualified statements 
of chemists on the witness stand to- 
day had demolished the case of the 
prosecution. His counsel, James H. 
Wilkerson, Ralph F. Potter and Les- 
lie P. Hanna, also were jubilant. 

The hardest blow to the prosecu- 
tion came from Dr. W. J. McNally, 
who, as a defense witness, reversed 
the testimony which he gave three 
weeks ago for the State. The prose- 
cution had relied upon his testimony 
and that of Dr. Ralph Webster, both 
chemists, to convince the jury that 
Marion died of cyanide of potassium 
in solution. Both testified to this as 
a fact, but today Dr. McNally, hav- 
ing conducted further experiments, 
swore positively that his first testi- 
mony Was erroneous, and that the 
powdered poison caused her death. 

Another important witness was 
Dr. W. O. Krohn, an alienist, who 
testifieds that Marion was ‘of a hys- 
terical type, with a tendency toward 
suicide, and that Orpet’s “brain fog” 
upon suddenly finding Marion dea 
was to be ed in a young man 
of his temperament. 

Another important point brought 
out was that the so-called cyanide 
of potassium which was in the green- 
house over which Orpet’s father had 
charge, was in reality cyanide of 
sodium. All of the chemists ‘exam- 
ined today agreed on this, and that 
it contained only a trace—less than 
1 per cent.—of cyanide of potassium. 

“There goes the two-ounce bottle,”’ 
remarked Mr. Hanna, as the effect 
of this testimony became apparent. 
Marion unquestionably died of cyan- 
ide of potassium poisoning. Nearly 
four grains of it were found in her 
stomach. Dr. Carl Miner testified 
that Marion would have had to tals’ 
a pound and a half of the dry cyan- 
ide of sodium from the greenhouse 
to have gotten that much cyanide 
of potassium into her stomach. As 
a solution, he said, she would have 
had to drink about three quarts. The 
State has contended all along that 
young Orpet obtained the poison 
from the greenhouse and carried a 
solution of it to Marion in a two- 
ounce bottle.

pearance of German destroyers. 
Before arriving at a favorable posi- 
tion to fire torpedoes they inter- 
cepted an enemy force consisting of 
one light cruiser and fifteen de- 
stroyers. A fierce engagement at 
close quarters ensued and the en- 
emy was forced to retire, having two 
destroyers sunk and their torpedo 
attack frustrated. Our destroyers 
sustained no loss. 

‘The Nestor, Nomad and Minea- 
tor, under Commander Edward. 
Bingham, pressed the attack on the 
battle cruisers and fired two tor- 
pedoes. Being subjected to a heavy 
fire at 3000 yards, the Nomad was 
badly hit and remained between the 
lines. The Nestor also was badly 
hit, but was afloat when last seen.” 


CONFLICT IS FIERCE. 


From 4:15 to 4:43 o’clock the con- 
flict between the battle cruiser 
squadrons was fierce and the British 
fire began to tell. The rapidity and 
accuracy of the German fire depre- 
ciated. The third German ship was 
seen to be afire. The German bat-. 
tle fleet was reported ahead and the 
destroyers were recalled. 

Vice-Adminal Beatty altered his 
course to the northward to lead the 
Germans toward the British battle 
fleet. The second light cruiser 
squadron closed to 13,000 yards of 
the German battle fleet and came 
under heavy but ineffective fire. The 
fifth battle squadron engaged the 
German battle cruisers and about 
§ o'clock came under the fire of 
the leading ships of the German bat- 
tle fleet. The weather became un- 
favorable, Vice-Admiral Beatty’s 
ships being silhouetted against a 
clear horizon 

Between 5 and 6 o’clock the ac- 
tion continued at 14,000 yards on 
a northerly course, the German 
ships receiving severe punishment, 
one battle cruiser quitting the Iine 
considerably damaged. At 6:35 
o'clock the Germans were gradually 
hauling eastward, probably acting 
on information from the light cruis- 
ers, which were engaged with the 
third battle cruiser squadron, or 
from Zeppelins. 

At 5:56 o’clock the leading ships 
of the British battle fleet were 
sighted bearing north, distant five 
miles. Vice-Admiral!l Beatty then pro- 
ceeded east at greatest speed, bring- 
ing the range to 12,000 yards. Only 
three German battle cruisers were 
then visible, followed by battleships 
of the Koenig type. 


STORY OF THE FLEET. 


Vice-Admiral Jellicoe then takes 
up the story of the battle fleet, In- 
formed that. the Germans were 
sighted, the fleet proceeded at full 
speed on a southeast by south course 
during two hours before arriving on 
the scene of battle. 

Vice-Admiral. Beatty reported the 
position of the German battle fleet 
at 6:15 o'clock. Vice-Admiral Jelli- 
coe then formed the line of battle, 
Vice-Admiral Beatty meantime 
having formed the battle cruisers 
ahead of the battle fleet. and 
the fleets became engaged. During 
the deployment the Defence and 
Warrior were seen passing between 
the British and German fleets un- 
der heavy fire. The Defence disap- 
peared and the Warrior passed to 
the rear, disabled. i 

The third battle cruiser squadron, 
under Rear-Admiral Horace Alex- 
ander Hood, was in advance of the 
battle fleet and ordered to reinforce 
Vice-Admiral Beatty. 

Describing the work of the third 
squadron, Vice-Admiral Beatty said 
Rear-Admiral Hood brought it into 
action ahead of the Lion “in the 
most inspiring manner, worthy of 
his great naval maneuvers.” 

Vice-Admiral Hood at 6:25 p.m. was 
only 8000 yards from the leading 
German ship and the British vessels 
poured a hot fire into her and caused 
her to turn away. Vice-Admiral 
Beatty, continuing, reports: 

“By 6:50 o’clock the battle cruits- 
ers were clear of our leading battle 
squadron and I ordered the third 
battle criuser squadron to prolong 
the’ line astern and reduced the 
speed to eighteen knots. The visi- 
bility at this time was very indif- 
ferent, not more than- four miles, 
and the enemy ships were. tempo- 
rarily lost sight of after 6 p.m. Al- 
though the visibility became _ re- 
duced, it undoubtedly was more fa- 
vorable to us than the enemy. At 
infervals their ships .showed up 
clearly, enabling us to punish them 
very heavily. 

“The action between the battle 
fleets lasted intermittently from 6:17 
to 8:20 o'clock at ranges between 
9000 and 12,000 yards. The Ger- 
mans constantly turned away and 
opened the range under the cover 
of destroyer attacks and smoke 
screens. Alterations of the course 
from southeast by east tq west in 
an endeavor to close up Drought the 
British battle fleet, which com- 
menced: action in an advantageous 
position on the Germans’ bow, to a 
quarterly bearing from the German 
battle lines, but placed Vice-Admiral 
Jellicoe between the Germans and 
their bases.” 

The German vessels were entirely 
out of the fight at 9 o'clock, says 
the report. The threat of destroyer 
attacks during the rapidly approach- 
ing darkness made it necessary to 
dispose the fleet with a view as to its 
safety, while providing for a renewal 
of action at dawight. 

The British heavy ships were not 
attacked during the night but their 
destroyer fleet delivered a series of 
successful attacks, causing heavy 
losses, At daybreak the German fleet 
had disappeared. 

The report concludes with the 
statement that the fleet returned to 
its. base on Friday, the second of 
June, and at 9:30 p.m.of the same 
day had replenished its supplies and 
was reported ready for further ac- 
tion.

REVENUE BILL 

DEBATE BEGUN, 
Kitchin Pleads for Passage 
as Nonpartisan Act. 


Says Income will Help Pay 
for Preparedness. 


Republican Leaders in Reply 
Charge Extravagance. 


[BY NIGHT WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The 
House today began & four-days’ de- 
bate’ on the administration revenue 
bill, designed to raise $197,000,000 
next year by a surtax on incomes 
and by taxes on inheritances and on 
war munitions profits. Under a 
special rule a final vote will be 
taken before adjournment Monday. 

Majority Leader Kitchin opened 
the debate with a plea that the bill 
be passed as a nonpartisan prepared- 
ness measure, since so large a part 
of the revenue to be derived from it 
would go to pay for army and navy 
increases. Republican leaders re- 
plied by charging the administration 
with gross extravagance and by at- 
tacking as ill-advised the means now 
eae to meet the treasury situa- 

n. 


DETAILS CONDITION. 


Mr. Kitchin outlined in detail the 
Federal government's financial con- 
dition and the expenses that will 
have to be met during the coming 
year. A total of $266,000,000, he 
said, would be needed to carry out 
the enormous appropriation pro- 
gramme Congress had drawn up, 
and the $197,000,000 to be raised by 
the revenue bill would leave $69,- 
000,000 to be made up out of the 
general fund. 

“We propose,” be continued, “‘to 
take from the general balance fund, 
which on June 30 was the largest 
by many millions of any year for 
the last eight years, the sum of 
$69,000,000 and then leave in the 
disbursing offices, or to their credit, 
$60,000,000 to operate the guvern- 
ment’s current expenses. After tak- 
ing out that $69,000,000 to make 
good the $266,000,000 we will then 
have over $100,000,000 in the gen- 
eral balance fund. 


TO FINANCE TROUBLE. 


“We propose to finance any pos- 
sible trouble with Mexico or any 
other nation, as is nation and all 
other nations have always financed 
such emergencies, by the issuance 
of bonds.” 

Representative Fardney of Michi- 
gan, ranking Republican member of 
the Ways and Means Committee, at- 
tacking the proposal for a surtax on 
incomes, declared the income tax 
was a burden being imposed on the 
Northern States by the South. The 
twelve Southern States which con- 
trol the Democratic House caucus, 
he said, have 27 per cent. of the 
country’s population, but pay only 
6.4 per cent. of the income tax. 

Representative Hill of Connecti- 
cut, another Republican, declared 
the bill “probably puts a heavier 
burden of taxation upon the Amert- 
can people than any other one 
measure in the history of the re- 
public.”

WASHINGTON STATE 
LIQUOR DECISION. 


«A P. NIGHT wre] 
OLYMPIA (Wash.) July 6.—The 
State Supreme Court yesterday de- 
cided that it is not illegal for a per- 
son to have in his possession for his 
personal use liquor provided it was 
obtained in a legal manner. The 
decision reversed the ruling of Su- 
cover Judge J. C. Ronald of the 
ng county Supertor Court, orders 
the dismigsal of charges against 
William E. Boeing and John C. 
Eden, Seattle millionaire, accused of 
having more than the legal amount 
of liquor in their possession, and 
orders the return to them of sev- 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of 
wines and liquors seized by the 
Sheriff in raids on Mr. Boeing's 
home and the Rainier Club last 
winter. 
The court ruled that the pro- 
vision of the prohibition law limit- 
ing the amount of liquor one could 
have in his possession to two quarts 
of whisky or twelve quarts of beer, 
applied only to cases where the 
liquor was kept for the purpose of 
sale. The court said that it whs 
obvious that the framers of the law, 
which was initiated by the people, 
did not intend the provision to ap- 
ply to persons whose innocence of 
illegal traffic in HMquor was to be 
presumed. Eight justices assented 
to the opinion, one dissenting.

Property Damage on the Coast of Southern States will 
Aggregate Several Million Dollars — Crops and Farm 
Buildings in Many Places are Totally Wiped Out by 


EW ORLEANS, July 6.—Loss 
of at least seventeen lives and 
property damage which may 
total several millions of dollars, re- 
sulted from the tropical storm which 
swept the East Gulf Coast Wednes- 
day and turned inland today. 
All the deaths reported up to late 
tonight occurred near Beloit, Ala., 
where seventeen negroes lost their 
lives. Several resorts along the 
coast in the vicinity of Mobile had 
not been heard from. 
There was no loss of life in either 
Mobile or Pensacola, the largest 
cities in the storm's path, according 
to messengers from those places, 
which still were cut off from the di- 
rect wire comimunication. 
Early reports tonight from Mobile 
placed the property damage there at 
$1,000,000, but a courier arriving 
later at Meridian said it was not 
nearly so great, though parts of the 
wholesale district were flooded and 


in Pensacola was said to have been 
confined largely to the waterfront 
and shipping in the harbor.

EUROPEAN WAR 
“AND WOOLWICH. 


Work in Great War Factory 
is Without End. 


Number of Women Workers 
is Increasing. | 


[Weekly Dispatch:] Woolwich, 
known to so many people before the 
war merely as the town which ran 
&@ football team, is now one of the 
most marvelous places in the world. 

Those who knew Woolwich in 
Peace time and have walked 
Geoush its congested streets any 
time ‘these last few months have 
needed to rub their eyes to assure 
themstives that they were not 
dreaming and were really in the 
same place. 

Twenty months of war prepara- 
tion have made Woolwich a great 
teeming populous center, under 
brazen skies that seem to take color 
from the smoke of the great arse- 
nal. An incredible multitude for so 
limited an area has landed itself 
within its confines, bringing to the 
town innumerable variations of the 
English mother tongue, for every 
dialect in the British Isles is heard 
in its streets, and almost every Euro- 
pean language. 

Broad Scotch alternates with un- 
mistakable Lancashire, and the al- 
most incomprehensible jargon of the 
Staffordshire man with the slow, de- 
liberate speech of the Yorkshire 
man. Altogether Woolwich resounds 
to a babel of tongues that has in it 
elements of many Continental lan- 
guages, from French to Flemish, 
from Russian to Portuguese. 

Never in the history of Woolwich 
has there been such a gathering of 
People from the four corners of the 


The unusual preponderance of 
Women does not fail soon to arrest 
the attention. One is reminded of 
the scene in one of those typical 
Lancashire towns with their great 
cotton sheds, that find employment 
for so many women workers for 
miles around. 

Standing at one of the four gates 
of the Arsenal when the day’s 
shift is finished and the night shift 
is about to begin, one has occasion 
to marvel at the endless procession 
of women issuing forth and going 
in, for work at the great war fac- 
tory mever ceases. Women of all 
ages and conditions, they impress 
the onlooker by their cheerfulness 
and by an apparent lack of any 
signs of fatigue. 

There are young women, middle- 
aged women and even women ad- 
vanced in years among the thous- 
ands of workers at the Arsenal, and. 
their number is always increasing. 

This week 600 more women are 
due from Lancashire, the cotton op- 
erators with the quick-fingered- 
ness that the constant picking up of 
threads gives them, being admirably 
adapted to the work of filling 
shells. 

Before the war Woolwich had lit- 
tle work for its own population, 
much less for outsiders, as the out- 
put of the Arsenal, in keeping with 
our general policy of unprepared- 
ness, had been reduced to the low- 
est possible ebb. Now Woolwich has 
work for everybody. A town’s popu- 
lation works inside the Arsenal an.Jj 
a town’s population works outside 
to minister to the needs of the pop- 
ulation within. 

Such a motley assembly of men as 
have gathered within the walls of 
this great hive of industry was 
never conjured up even by the most 
perfervid imagination. 

Along with the finest workmen 
in England are hundreds and hun- 
dreds who never thought to touch 
a lathe or lift an explosive shel! in 
their lives. Men whom the stage

a few of the unexpected types to 
be met with in the great war fac- 
tory.

The many thousands of people 
who have been drawn to Woolwich 
from all parts of the country have 
had to find homes somewhere, and 
although Woolwich itself has made 
valient efforts to absorb them the 
task has proved utterly beyond its 
capacity, and all South London has 
been called upon to help in solving. 
the problem, with the result that 
the housing difficulty in every dis- 
trict within a five-mile radius of 
Woolwich has become an exceeding- 
ly acute one. 

In Woolwich itself not a house 
is to be had for love or money. Even 
the offer of £5 key money fails now 
to produce any response. 

The authorities have built an es- 
tate of a thousand houses for their 
skilled workers on other vacant 
plots, hutments have sprung up with 
marvelous rapidity, hostels for wom- 
en have been brought into existence, 
but still the cry is for more accom- 
and yet more accommo.da- 

on. 

Though Woolwich pours out a vast 
population at night to the surround- 
ing neighborhoods it has always 
the same number of people in it, 
for as one stream emerges from 
the town another stream flows in 
to keep going the incredible activi- 
ties that never cease. 

The amount of money paid out at 
the arsenal every Thursday and Fri- 
day to the many thousands of work- 


©rs almost baffles belief. It runs 
into several millions a year. 
The lowest wage paid is that 


earned by the boy workers, who 
Dave been recruited in great num- 
bers, chiefly for the automatic ma- 
chines. They take away on an aver- 
age thirty shillings a week each. 

e women workers can rely upon 
making £2 a week, while the wages of 
the men vary from £3 ten shillings 
to £8, which latter is the amount 
paid to the most highly skilled work- 
ers, who are called upon to serve 
an astonishing number of hours a 
week. 

With so much money available 
and with so many people to spend 
it all the factors making for pros- 
perity are present in Woolwich. The 
tradespeople have never done bet- 
ter in their lives. Just as in pre- 
war time there was the choice of a 
thousand empty houses so there was 
the choice of a hundred empty 
shops. Today there is no such thing 
as an empty shop. 

The tradesmen dealing in the 
necessaries of life, such as meat, fish 
and general provisions, are - 
riencing boom conditions. The 
houswife has a well-filled purse and 
she stocks a generous larder. 

For the higher-paid workers only 
the best meat and fish are demand- 
ed, and even the stalls with plaice 
at 10d. a pound never have any 
left. 

The furniture shops did well up 
to a month or two ago with the 
sale of pianos and household effects 
generally, but latterly the arsenal 
workers have become more wary in 
their purchases, and appear to real- 
ize more the need of husbanding 
their abnormal earnings. 

The jewelry shops have 
enced a record season and at (hrist- 
mas time did as ntuch busin as 
in any three months ig a peace-time 
year. They sold not, as might be 
expected, cheap, trashy ornaments, 
but articles of real value, such as 
diamond rings, diamond and  sap- 
Phire brooches and gold watch 
bracelets. 

The explanation given is that the 
north-country people who form such 
a large proportion of the army of 
workers at the arsenal believe in 
jewelry purchases as a sort of in- 
vestment, and are therefore only dis- 
posed to buy such jewelry as they 
know instinctively can be quickly 
converted into cash when and if the 
necessity arises. 

The pawnbroker has done well by 
the sale of valuable pledges, but 
the ordinary business of taking in 


peri- 


pledges and the redemption of 
Pledges has dwindled almost to 
nothing. Few people are pawning 


their things, for few people are in im- 
pecunious circumstances. Those who 
do continue to visit the pawnshop 
‘do so more out of habit than from 
rea] necessity, and partly owing to 
the superstitious belief that pledged 
articles, such as furs, never catch 
the moth. 

The prosperous lives led by the 
juvenile workers is one of the many 
revelations that a study of the new 
Woolwich has to offer us. ese 
handsomely paid youths are content 
with nothing less than the best seats 
at the theaters and kinema palaces; 
they have silver cigarette cases filled 
with expensive cigarettes, in many 
cases Turkish (which is considered 
by them the hall-mark of extra- 
Vagance,) and the confectioners wel- 
come them as open-handed purchas- 
ers of boxes of chocolates for their 
sweethearts. 

Woolwich reflects the age of pros- 
perity from one end to the other. 
Eating house keepers are making 
fortunes. Their trouble is not any 
dearth of customers, but dearth of 
accommodation. There are can- 
teens and Y.M.C.A. 
and ail manner of lunch and dinner 
rooms called forth by benevolent 
effort, but though these measures 
have relieved the food problem in 
Woolwich they have not solved it 
in entirety, and there is still room 
for a score or more of well-con-. 
ducted eating houses at moderate 
but not necessarily low prices. 

Many parasites have come to feed 
on the unprecedented prosperity of 
the town. The vendor of marvellous 
herbal remedies calls out his wares 
in raucous voice in every side street 
and turning; the Cheap Jack gath- 
ers a ready harvest, and all the 
strong men and jugglers and on 
time stage favorites in Engla 
seem to have collected in the bor- 
ough and to flourish exceedingly. 
The result is that the arsenal work- 
er at meal times or°at night when 
he finishes work has the opportunity, 
if he chooses, of being diverted by 
any number of alfresco entertain- 
ments. 

The out-of-door lunch is another 
development of the new Woolwich. 
Beginning at one end of the square 
facing the arsenal the worker may 
have oysters as hors d'oeuvres, jel- 
lied eels as the next dish, meat sand- 
wiches and hot meat pies to fol- 
low, and brawn and all kinds of 
sausages to finish up with. In case 
the mixture of dishes has disagreed 
with him, an indigestion mixture 
ready made up ayaits him before 
he resumes work” Woolwich has 
brought the thing down, it will be 
seen, to a science. 

All day there are bustle and the 
coming and going of people, most- 
ly to the tune of the eternal sym- 
phony made by the firing of guns 
that are being tested before being 
sent away.

Through the street there is an al- 


most unbroken procession of mili- 
tary wagons carrying stores of all 
descriptions. At night, when the ar- 
senal disgorges its day shift, the 
streets are impassable, choked as 
they are with a struggling, eager, 
chattering, mixed multitude pos- 
sessed only of the one idea—to rush 
home as soon as possible. 

The tramway cars are besieged. 
To obtain a seat is an accomplish- 
ment which only the most practised 
football scrimmagers can perform 
four nights out of the seven. 

It is a miracle how the conductors 
manage to collect the fares, for the 
workers crowd on to the footboard 
and neither persuasion, threats, nor 
remonstrance will move them, and 
they are so happy with it all that it 
is impossible to be annoyed with 
them. After all they have a right 
to be taken home; it is not so much 
their fault as the fault of the Lon- 
don County Council in not having— 
which is, of course, impossible— 
hundreds more cars at their disposal. 

On Thursday before Easter the 
majority of the emplcyees ceased 
work for a hard-earned and well-de- 
served four days’ holiday. The au- 
thorities do not begrudge them this, 
for if ever there is a place where the 
war workers have done their best 
it is Woolrich arsenal. Certain work 
urgently required must be con- 
tinued, and for that reason a re- 
siduum of the army of workers 
continued over the Easter holidays. 
As is usual during any of these 
brief respites, the machinery was 
given a thorough overhauling. 

As time goes on more and more 
women and hundreds more boys will 
be absorbed into the staff of the great 
war factory, for the “combing out” 
process of the single men is con- 
tinually taking place, and there is 
none to do their work but women 
or boys, both of whom prove them- 
selves to be adepts in the kind of 
work that is given to them. 

There is nothing but praise for 
the work of the women, particulafly 
of the women who have been accus- 
tomed to the staple industries of the 
north and Midlands.

The new French positions on the 
north bank give them an opportu- 
nity, in addition to an attack on 
Clery, the seizure of which place will 
enable them to attack Mont Ste. 
Quentin—the highest position In the 
region of Peronne—from both the 
north and west. The French right is 
now on the eastern slopes of the 
low plateau dominating Peronne 
from the west. 

At Sormont they are two miles 
from the northwest defenses of the 
city and in the center their right 
wing is about the same distance 
from Bianches, which has been 
turned by the Germans into a pow- 
erful fortress to defend the western 
approach to Peronne.

STEADY GAINS. 


Offensive Along the Somme 
Transforms Front,

Remarkable Uniformity Seen 
in Daily Advance, 


Germans Beginning to React 
More Vigorously,

PARIS, July 6, 6:30 p.m.—The 
French offensive along the Somme 
has made steady progress, so that. 
the left of the advance now rests 
on Hardecourt and the right on Es« 
trees, while the entire intervening 
front has been transformed with the 
last four days from one of interior 
lines that exposed some positions to 
a flanking fire into a homogeneous 
line without fissures or dangerous 
wedges. 

The solidity of this front is in 
marked contrast with the fronts on 
the battles of the Champagne and 
the Artois, tle irregularity of which. 
permitted of a heavy cross fire bee: 
ing brought to bear upon the more 
advanced points. That part of the, 
present front facing Peronne has the. 
classic form of two echelons on two 
sides of Peronne, which is said to 


be the only one of the well-known 
dispositions laid down in ancient 
tactics that has survived the revo<- 
lutionizing developments-of the pres-, 
ent war. | 

The right of this formation is pro« 
tected by a defensive curve that 
unites the new front with the old. 
line. Tacticians declare the maneu- 
vers that accomplished this forma-

notable strategic phases of the war, 
GAINS AVERAGE SAME. 


In the first five days.of their bate 
tle against the Germans the French 
have advanced with remarkable uni- 


| formity. The ground gained -varied 


each day in depth at different points, 
but the gains have averaged about, 
the same along the entire front, and 
the French are now firmly installed 
between the German second and 
third lines of defense over a front 
in excess of seven miles. 

That the French losses have been 
comparatively insignificant is indi-. 
cated by the maintenance on .the 
front line of attacks at their own 
request at the same time of army 
corps that made the first assault on 
German positions Saturday morning, 
One of these corps distinguished ite 
self before Verdun in February 
after having won laurels in the bat- 
tle of the Marne and at all parts of 
the front where there has been 
heavy fighting. The other corps come 
prises chiefly colonial troops.

“The officers unanimously decided 
to suTrender to avoid useless sacrifice 
of life,” said an officer taken prison- 
er yesterday. “What we have to doe 
now is to save men for the coming 
victorious war which Germany will 
wage four years hence.” | 

The new French trenches at the 
most advanced point are now in 
front of Peronne and the village of 
Mount St. Quentin, situated on an 
elevation 300 feet from the point 
from which, in 1870, the Germans 
bombarded Peronne. 

The Germans’ second position has 
been so demolished by artillery that 
they were unable to make a strong 
resistance except at the village of 
Hem, which had been strongly forti- 
fied. Here the attacking troops met 
desperate opposition. By dint of hard 
fighting the village was won, as well} 
as Monacu farm, to the southwest. 

The Germans are beginning to ree 
act more vigorously as reserves are 
rive, particularly south of the 
Somme, and the French advance 
there is hotly contested. French ertt- 
ics expect that the Germans will 
concentrate all their energies in de« 
fense of the villages of Barleux and 
Viliers-Carbonnel, which bar the way 
to Peronne. ;

Mr. Brett claims the suit is the 
result of a conspiracy and that the 
object is to get him in bad with his 
aged father, under whose will, if he 
behaves himself, he will inherit one- 
third of $2,000,000.

COLLISION AT BARSTOW. 


Ten Women and Five Men Injured When Santa Fe’s 
“Missionary” Rams Switch Engine at Barstow—Fire- 
man Jumps to What may be His Death—Officials - 
Blame Engineer of the Yard Locomotive for the Crash. 


EN women and five men were 
fe injured, one of them perhaps 

fatally, at 2:25 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, when Santa Fe train 
No. 21, known as the Missionary, 
coasted into a switch engine, wreck- 
ing it and derailing two passenger 
cars at Barstow. Horace Peeler, 
fireman on the switch engine, may 
die. .The other injured are:

According to the passengers who 
arrived in this city late last evening 


the entire train, consisting of ten 
coaches, was thrown into a panic 
when the crash came. Women 


screamed and several attempted to 
escape through the windows. 

The wreck was caused, according 
to officials who came in with the 
train, because L. L. Naney, engi- 
neer of the switch engine, violated 
a rule of the road. The Missionary 
Was coming into the railroad vards 
at Barstow, coasting along at twen- 
ty miles an hour. The rule is that 
when any train is less than ten min- 
utes late it haa absolute right of 
way. When more than ten minutes 
late other trains may use the tracks 
and the late train runs_in_ slow, 
keeping a lookout. The switch en- 
gine, according to the crew of the 
passenger train, had no right to 
cross the main track at the time 
it did. The crew on the Mission- 
ary consisted of Conductor J. F. 
Fuller, Engineer M. Devlin and Fire- 
man J. Dervin, all residents of Ari- 
zona. The switch engine crew 
jumped before the crash came. 

The derailed cars were thrown 
aside and after repairs to the tracks, 
the Missionary, several hours late, 
came into this city. 

As soon as the train reached this 
city the injured passengers were 
sent to hotels. With the exception 
of the Injuries to the fireman none 
of the other injuries are looked on 
as necessarily serious. However, 
several of the more severely injured 
may be confined to their beds for 
some time.

SHARP REPLY CHARGE 
MISTREATING INSANE. 


HARGES that insane and drug 
C patients in the Los Angeles 
county institutions are being 
inhumanely treated, brought by Dr. 
George E. Elbright, president of the 
State Board of Health, were abso- 
lutely denied here yesterday. Ac- 
cording “to Associated Press dis- 
patches, the physician @&ppeared be- 
fore the San Francisco courty grand 
jury and told that body that the in- 
stitutions in that community are 
“worse than medieval” and that they 
are infinitely worse in other coun- 
ties. He specifically mentioned Los 
Angeles county as needing reform. 
Dr. Cc. H. Whitman, superintend- 
ent of the Countv Hospital, declared 
that unless Dr. Elbright had been 
improperly quoted, he was making 
decided misstatements as to local 
facts. “He is new, inexperienced 
and certainly not well advised,” said 
Dr. Whitman. “It is a nationally 
recognized fact that the psycho- 
pathic ward of the Los Angeles 
County Hospital ranks third on the 
list of such institutions in this coun- 
ty. I have just completed a visit to 
eastern institutions of similar char- 
acter and the two that are consid- 
ered as good or a trifle better than 


our own, are the Johns Hopkins 
Psychopathic Hospital, operated in 
connection with the university of 
that name, and the Boston Psycho- 
pathic Hospital operated in connec- 
tion with llarvard University. 
“Dr. Elbright has much to learn if 
his criticism is directed against our 
system of caring for the insane and 
the drug patients. If he refers to 
conditions at the State institution at 
Patton, he is right in part at least. 
Conditions there are not of the best 
owing to the small staff of attending 
nurses and physiciafis as well as to 
the crowding of the place with more 
inmates than should be kept there.” 
Dr. Whitman detiared that re- 
forms should be had in the method 
of handling insane patients at the 
outset of their trouble. “Today, in 
California, an insane or mentally 
defective person gets the treatment 
of a criminal. A warrant of arrest 
must first be issued; this must be 
served by the Sheriff and the patient 
taken through a criminal procedure 
hefore arriving in the psychopathic 
ward. Massachusetts, New York 
and several other Eastern States 
have introduced laws which permit 
the sending of persons thought 
insane to the psychopathic ward for 
observation, thus obviating the 
necessity of warrant or arrest.”

EFUGEES from Mexican West 
R Coast cities brought up on the 

naval transport Buffalo ar- 
rived in numbers yesterday. Near- 


j} ly every hotel in the down-town dis- 


trict includes on its register the 
names of two, three, five or a dozen 
Americans from Mazatlan, Empal- 
me, La Paz, Teacapan, Palmito del 
Verde plantation or some other 
Mexican locality. — 

In all Western Mexico, accord- 
ing. to the refugees, there remain 


less than 100 Americans. Palmito 
del Verde Island, owned by a lo- 
cal syndicate, has been temporarily 
abandoned. The few . Americans 
that remain along the West Coast 
are scattered throughout the sugar 
plantations near La Paz and Las 
Moches. and at isolated mining 
camps in the interior. The dispo- 


that remain extremely hazardous. 

Among the arrivals yesterday are 
several who witnessed the attack 
on the boat crew from the Annapolis 
at Mazatlan last month, during 
which Boatswain's Mate L. M. 
Laughter, of the Annapolis, was 
killed, another sailor wounded, and 
several Mexicans also lost their 
lives. 

As the cutter left the Annapolis 
and approached the wharf, they say, 
several hundred persons congre- 
gated at the landing place. With the 
exception of a few Americans who 
were expecting dispatches, the "mob 
was composed of Indians, Mexicans 
and Japanese, among them perhaps 
100 Carranza soldiers. 

The refugees say that as the boat 
prepared to dock the mob began to 
shout insults and curses at the sail- 
ors. As Paymaster Mowatt and 
Lieut. Keesling, who were on an 
official mission ashore, stepped on 
the wharf they were arrested. One

FLAMES AND HANGING. 


UNERAL services for Thomas 
F M. Fernandez, formerly a resi- 

dent of this city and the (first 
captain of the water tower of the 
local fire department, will be held in 
St. Vibiana’s Cathedral tomorrow 
afternoon. Mr. Fernandez dicd in 
Sinaloa, Mex., June 25, 

News of his death reached Los 
Angeles yesterday in a letter to his 
brothers M. M. Fernandez, from W. 
G. Young of Sinaloa. Mr. Fernan- 
dez Was attacked by smallpox June 
12, and when the Mexican officials 
ordered all Americans out of Sinaloa 
on June 16, he was too weak to be 
moved, and Mr. Young refused to 
leave with the other Americans, but 
remained to care for the invalid. 

Mr. Fernandez was engaged in the 
wholesale hide business In Sinaloa, 
where he had been for five years. 
He leaves the widow, Mrs. Minnie 


Vignes Fernandez, and a daughter, 
Miss Cecilia, residing at the Yar- 
nell apartments, and his mother, 
Mrs. Micaela Fernandez, who re- 
sides at her ranch on Washington 
boulevard. 

For fifteen years Mr. Fernandez 
was a member of the local fire de- 
partment and on many occasions 
took suicidal risks in the line of 
duty. He was one of seventeen 
Americans hanged in Tepic, Mex., 
when the American forces landed at 
Vera Cruz, April 21, 1914. He was 
cut down, . with the others, by 
American troops, and revived, 

Mr. Fernandez was a son of Dr. 
M. Fernandez, the first homeopathic 
physician in Los Angeles’ and the 
second to take the wstate examina- 


tion. é 
Mr. Fernandez’s affairs in Mexico 
are being settled by Mr. Young,

BREAK STRIKE. 


Helf a Hundred ‘Added at 
the Harbor Yards, 


Unionites Appear Seriously 
 Discouraged; Few. 


Master Builders Pledge Full 
Support to Companies, 


Features of the strike situation at 
the harbor district yesterday were 
the uninterrupted operation of work 
at the Consolidated Lumber Com- 
pany’s yards at Wilmington and the 
E. K. Wood Lumber 
yards at San Pedro, the increase of 
the force of workmen at each place; 
location of additional searchlights 
and means of fighting fires; a de- 
cision to take back strikers only as 
individuals who have forfeited all 
past standing because of service and 
simply on their merit as workmen, 
and a visit from a delegation of Los 
Angeles builders and contractors, 
representing the Master Builders’ As- 
sociation, offering encouragement to 
the lumber yard men and any aid 
that lies within their power, to sup- 
_ the open-shop policy of this 

y. 

The mysterious disappearance of 
the strikers during the day, after 
they had assembled in the morning 
to the number of 125, caused some 
apprehension, as it was thought poe- 
sible that they had planned to secret- 
ly congregate somewhere and create 
mischief; but a thorough search by 
plainclothes men failed to reveal any 
sueh assemblage in either San Pedro 
or Wilmington. 

Two hundred and twelve: officers, 
most of them policemen in uniform, 
were scattered at various points 
along the water front all day. The 
largest body of officers was placed at 
the E. K. Wood Lumber Company's 
yards, but there was not a disturbing 
incident during the entire day. Sev- 
eral bunches of Mexicans attempted 
to enter the yards, apparently for 
the purpose of s¢eking employment, 
but they were turned back, as it has 
been decided that no Mexicans will 
be employed. 

WELL IN HAND. 

Chief of Police Snively personally 
visited each section of the harbor 
district yesterday forenoon, and after 
consulting with Lieut. Spellman he 
returned to the city, satisfied that the 
situation is well in hand. With the 
constant presence of the officers, the 
dwindling number of strikers have 
little opportunity to reach the strike- 
breakers.

LAND 
OFFICE NOW FACT. 


TRANSFER INSTRUCTIONS. 
No Proofs or Contests Involving 
Valley to.be Heard 
After August—Arrangement will 
Work Some Hardships on Land 
Locaters Here. 


The new Land Office, with juris- 
diction over the public land in Im- 
perial county, and a portion of Riv- 
erside and San Diego counties, is an 
accomplished fact. Under orders re- 
ceived yesterday by Register Roche 
and Receiver Mitchell from Clay 


Tallman, commissioner of the Gen- 
era] Land Office, they are to file 
no proofs or contests for hearing, 
pertaining to ds east of range 5, 
in townships $ to 18, south, and 
range 6, in townships 2 ani 8, south, 
beyond August 31. The order is that 
the new office will be opened at E) 
Centro September 1. A requisition 
has n made by the local officials 
for three clerks to transcribe the 
records in the Los Angeles office to 
be used at El Centro. 

The new arrangement will be a 
source of expense and vexation to 
many ‘Los Angeles entrymen who 
have Imperial county lands, for it 
will be necessary for them to £o 
to El Centro to make the necessary 
improvement or final patent affi- 
davits, as, under the law, the clerk 
of the court taking such oath must 
reside within the same land district 
as the entryman. As constituted now, 
entrymen living in that section are 
not compelled to come to Los An- 
geles, as they can make final or 
other proof before the clerk in Im- 
perial county. 

The Los Angeles land district as 
formerly constituted, consisted of a 
part of Kern county, about half of 
San Bernardino county, and all of 
Riverside, Santa Barbara, Orange, 
Ventura, San Diego, Los Angeles and 
Imperial counties. There is but little 
public land in eitther Ventura and 
Orange counties, but there are large 
tracts in Riverside and San Bernar- 
dino counties, the last-named coun- 
ty being an empire in itself. 

There are at this time 926,328 
acres of public land in Imperial 
county, subject to entry, but of this 
there are hundreds of thousands of 
acres that are worthless. it is as- 
serted, on account of the lack of 
water. There is one tract of about 
200,000 acres of land that will soon 
be open to public entry, known as 
the East Side Mesa, that had been 
withdrawn from all forms of public 
entry on account of a reclamation 
project. It is estimated that count- 
ing all of this tract as available for 
agricultural purposes, there are not 
to exceed 250,000 acres of land in 
Imperial county that can be consid- 
ered for farming purposes. All of 
the good liand, upon which wa- 
ter can be developed, has been 
taken up by entrymen. The other 
land lies in the canyons and in the 
mountain ranges, such as the Super- 
stition and Chocolate ranges, and 
considered worthless. 

The new arrangement will make 
no difference in the business of the 
local Land Office, the entries from 
Imperial county of late being very 
light for the reasons given. The of- 
fice now collects double the amount 
of money in sales, fees and com- 
missions, to afford Register* Roche 
and Receiver Mitchell their maxi- 
mum salaries of $3000 a year, which 
they are allowed by the law. Un- 
less all signs fall the El Centro of- 
ficials must be satisfied with the 
straight salary of $500 a year, it is 
stated.

When the 125 strikers assembled 
yesterday morning it was stated by 
one of their leaders that this was all 
the available force remaining. Many 
of the men have secured other work, 
some in the fields picking tomatoes, 
others on the Nob Hill cut and the 
big f11 being made at the edge of 
the West Basin, while others have 
secured private jobs or left the com- 
munity.

_fore, yet, as the war goes on, the tmmigra- 
tion statistics show each month a smal! but 
steady increase in the number arriving. 
During April last 30,500 immigrant aliens. 
came to this country, which was 10 per cent. 
more than in March last, 24 per cent. more 
than in April, 1915, and the largest influx 
since August, 1914. Southern Italy, Greece, 
‘England, France andthe Scandinavian coun- 


tries predominate in the number of immi- 


.grants in the order named. The April im- 


migration of the present year consisted of 
15,511 immigrants from Europe, 10,520 from 


British North America, and 4469 from the 


rest of the w 

The em t of all classes of aliens, 
emigrant and non-emigrant, during April, 
1916, was only 10,856, or 19,644 less than 
the immigration. This shows a decrease 
of emigrants from this country of 38 per 
cent. from April, 1915, of 80 per cent. from 


| April, 1914, and of 77 per cent. from April, 


1918. This country during April, 1916, 
gained 26,143 as the net result of the two 


movements, immigration and emigration, 


that figure being the largest reported for 
any month since May, 1914. 
Of the departures during April, 1916, 2984 


were Englishmen, 818 were Italians and the 
remainder were of different nationalities, 
there being less than 800 of any one nation- 
ality. The arrivals of those with no occu- 
pation, including-women and children, were

RESIDENT WILSON’S BLUNDERING

and property of Americans in Mexico, the 
direction to American citizens in Mexico to 
abandon their property and leave the coun- 


try, the demand for a salute of twenty-one 
guns to our flag as an apology for arrest 
and incarceration of a party of our sailors, 
the cheerful acquiescence in Mexico's re- 
fusal to either apologize or salute, the be- 
lated recognition of Carranza as President 
de facto, the supplying of Villa with arms 
and munitions, the permission to Carranza 
to send his troops through our territory, the 
failure to demand adequate reparation for 
the massacre of Americans at Santa Isabel, 
the practical submission to the invasion of 
our territory and the looting and arson and 
murders at Columbus, all make a record of 
shameful submission following loud-voiced 
braggadocio.

And now comes the news that there is a 
large movement of Mexican troops’ with 
ammunition, heavy field pieces and machine

has been ordered to gradually move north- 
ward to American soil. 

The excuse of President Wilson for this 
surrender to Carranza—for that is what it 
is—is that it will tend to a peaceful solvu- 
tion of our controversy with Mexico. The 
‘Times fears that it will have a contrary 
effect and that it will stimulate more inva- 
sions of our territory and more border raids 
on American towns. 

What the country would like to see Prest- 
dent Wilson do is to serve notice on Mexico 
that the United States troops have gone 
into that country to stay until a stable: gov- 
ernment is established and life and property 
along the border are secure; that we are 
going to do down there what England did 
in Egypt, and then withdraw, and what we 
did for Cuba, and then come out; that we 
have no other motive but to tranquillize the 
country and substitute order for anarchy; 
that Carranza and the Mexican people are 
expected to cooperate with us and we do 
not invite war or bloodshed, but proffer 
friendship and helpfulness.

LESSON OF NATIONAL 
CONVENTIONS. 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES! 
BY ALBERT BUSHNELL HART, 
Professor of Government, Harvard 

| University. 
HE three important national 
nominating conventions have 
been held and their work is 


done. Only the Prohibitionists, So- 


Clalists and Labor party are yet to be 
heard from. The results of the two 
conventions in Chicago and one at 
St. Louis have brought out clearly 
that the national party conyention 
continues to perform a e which 
cannot be carried out by primaries 
of any sort. In the Republican con- 
vention set several hundred dele- 
gates who had been carefully in- 
structed by their State primaries. 
Most of them followed those instruc- 
tions for the first two ballots, and 


then scrambled on the band wagon. . 


They recognized no right of the vot- 
ers to tie them up, when the condi- 
tions of the convention and the pos- 
sibilities—or rather impossibilities— 


of nominating their candidates were 
made clear. The system of laying 


down hard and fast rules for delega- 
tions was shown to be a failure; 
and the laws of the States ought 


to be modified so as to express only 
| @ preference at most. 


In most of the States even the 
preferenceewas a farce. In Michigan 
am old and experienced politician 
was unhorsed by Henry Ford, an 


|. able and successful manufacturer, 


who up to that time never thought 
of himself as a statesman. Perhaps 
the people of Michigan enjoyed the 


Opportunity to dethrene their Sen- 


ator, without committing themselves 
as to the choice of his successor. In 


_ Nebraska a livery stable keeper re- 


ceived thousands of votes, as the 


’ “preference” of a State in which he 
was hardly known by name. In most 
States the primary votes were from 
one-half to one-twentieth the number 


that was cast in the last State elec- 
tions. It seemed impossible to arouse 
Roose- 


public interest. Hughes and 


velt, who were the candidates most 
in the public mind, kept out of the 
Republican primaries so far as pos- 


sible. Neither of them considered 


the votes of those primaries as real- 
ly expressing the will of the party. 

In two of the three conventions 
there was only one candidate for the 
Presidential nomination. The Pro- 
gressives nominated Theodore 
Roosevelt by acclamation in less 
than three minutes when they real- 
ized that otherwise they could not 
leave on tae public mind the im- 
pression of acting independently. In 
the Democratic convention every 
vote but one was recorded for Wood- 
row Wilson. In both cases the con- 
ventions might have nomipated on 
the first day and gone home. Never- 
theless, both of them found plenty 
of occupation in discussing their 
platforms and other party matters. 
The leaders of the Progressive con- 
vention even went to the almost un- 
heard-of length of encouraging «a 
discussion of the platform from the 
floor, including the dynamite issue 
of a prohibition plahk. All the con- 
ventions showed a disposition to 
manufacture business so as to keep 
the delegates occupied. The Demo- 
crats were charged with hanging on 
because the people of St. Louis had 
subscribed for a circus of four days, 
and would not accept less. The Pro- 
gressives waited to see how the Re- 
publican cat jumped. The Repub- 
Means were busy in trying to make 
up slates which perished before they 
could be smashed. 

As a spectacle, all three conven- 


' tions were striking and entertain- 


ing. They welcomed. unusual 
amounts of cheering, flag-waving 
and processioning, culminating in 
the remarkable hour -and-a- half 
cheering for Roosevelt in the Pro- 
gressiye convention. These demon- 
strations were not altogether artifi- 
cial. In several of the conventions 
State delegations or delegates used 
the noise method of impressing upon 
the*convention and the country that 
they were absolutely determined to 
follow a line of policy. 
Notwithstanding the accusations 
of boss leadership, which were free 
ly brought against all three conven- 


‘tions, these political regiments of 


a thousand members each proved 
the value and necessity of great 
quadrennial party meetings. They 
showed the truth of the argument 


‘that the convention enables men to 


get acquainted with one another and 


“to learn the spirit of other States. 
: The convention is also the only prac- 
‘ticable means of registering second 


choices and of making those com- 
binations of candidates from various 
sections which strengthen a ticket 
and aid in harmony. Taking it al- 
together, the national convention, as 
a means of expressing party princt- 
ples and singling out party leaders, 
is stronger in 1916 than it has been 


for many years. |

PROPOSES GASH 
IN THE BUDGET. 


Cut Engineer Expenses, Says 
Efficiency 


Missive F iled with Council 
Causes Peppery Scene. 


Dollar Twenty-three is City 
Tax Rate Projected. 


Carrying a tentative promise to 
show the City Council bow it can 
trim $329,000 more from the budget 
for the engineering department, a 
letter from the efficiency department 
was filed with the Council yesterday. 
It offers to submit reports on exten- 
sive investigations of the workings 
of various city departments and 
carries the statement that, if water 
revenues are applied on the aque- 
duct debt and the proposed cut in 
department expenses is 
made, ity tax rate of $1.23, in- 
stead of 1.60, will be possible. 

Introduction of the letter by Coun- 
cilman Conwell, president of the Efi- 
ciency Commission, precipitated a 
wordy attack on the efficiency de- 
partment by Councilman Topham, 
who asserted that Director Burks is 
a “four-flusher.” Councilman Con- 
well reminded Mr. Topham that he 
seldom referred to Mr. Burks or the 
effic iency department without a 
“sting” that Mr. Conwell said is en- 
tireiv uncalled for. 

“The people mean just what they 
say when they demand economy and 
lower taxes,”’ said Mr. Conwell. “The 
taxpayers have been squeezed un- 
der the burden of regular and special 
taxes until they are demanding the 
best service that can be given at 
lower cost.”

charging Gen. -Wankowski, Col. 
Schreiber and Adjt.-Gen. Thomas 
with conspiracy and alleging that 
Gov. Johnson acted unfairly in re-. 
fusing to place him on ithe retired 
list of officers of the Natidnal Guard, 
Judge Works vyesterdas practically 
narrowed the suit to the latter ale 
legation by granting «a! metion to 
strike from .the compiaint the 


prejudicial portion. 

Maj. Light says he resigned from 
the National Guard because Ne 
feared dismissal as a result of the 
action of the officers. He alleges 
they formed a dislike for him and 
were attempting to discredit him. 
Judge Works construed the law to 
the effect that the Governor, as 
commander-in-chief of the National 
Guard, is vested with the exclusive 
right to say who shall be placed on 
the retired list. He is not, bound to 
grant an application of an officer, 
but may consider his record and 
standing before placing him on the 
retired list. 

The courts cannot interfere unless 
the Governor acted unfairly, Judge 
Works held. Mai. Light’s complaint 
does not allege the Governor was a 
party to a conspiracy and hence it 
does not constitute a cause of ac- 


tion. If Mai. Light amends his com- 
plaint, he must set out the charge 
that Gov. Johnson abused the dis- 


cretion vested in him, irrespective of 
the acts of the officers of the Na- 
tional Guard which led to the mat- 
ter being brought into court,

Shot Fired in Struggle for Pos- 
session of Pistol, Woman Re- 
clares When Released from Jail. 
Accused Man “Tells Victim 
Threatened to Take Wife Away. 


Mrs. Nellie Sere Tobias was re- 
leased from jail yesterday, where 
she had been held since the tragic 
death of A. B. Seiser, assistant ad- 
vertising manager of the Labor 
Press, official organ of the Labor 
Temple, Wednesday night, at her 
home, No. 132 West Eighty-fourth 
street. Thomas Tobias, her husband. 
a miner, is held on suspicion of hav- 
ing murdered Seiser because of the 
latter’s attentions to his wife. 

Although when arrested Mrs. To- 
bias said her husband had killed 
Seiser by shooting him, her account 
of the shooting was changed “yester- 
day, when she said Seiser and her 
husband were struggling for the pos- 
session of a revolver, and in the 
struggle Seiser pulled the trigger. 
causing the explosion which resulted 
in his death. 

Attorney Frank Dominguez, who 
represents both husband and wife. 
eald yesterday it was probable the 
Coroner’s jury will exonerate Seiser 
of all responsibility for the death. 
The inquest will be held today at 
10 o'clock in the inquest chambers 
at Bresee Bros. morgue. 

Tobias talked freely with the po- 
lice yesterday and repeated at length 
the conversation that preceded the 
shooting. He said Seiser abused him 
with profane language, and declared 
he was going to take Mrs. Tobias 
away. 

Mra. Tobias was extremely nerv- 
ous. She said Seiser had been very 
kind to her, but that she loved her 
husband.

TEST COURT POWERS.
